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FAIRLY HEAVY 
VOTE EXPECTED 
OUT IN COUNTY 

Only 3 Contests, 
But Interest High 
For Amendment 1 


Only three contests are up for 
decision when Morgan county 
voters go to the polls next Tues¬ 
day to name county and legisla¬ 
tive officials. 

However, two amendments are 
to be voted on and there is con¬ 
siderable interest in Morgan in 
one of these, giving rise to a be¬ 
lief that a fairly large turnout 
of voters will go to the polls de¬ 
spite the derth of local races. 

There are only two contests for 
county offices. All Democratic 
nominees except for county clerk 
and coroner have no Republican 
opposition as well as all five 
Democratic nominees for magis¬ 
trates. 

In the two contests for county 
offices, Democrat Austin Hill is 
opposing Republican incumbent 
Edgar Rudd for county clerk, 
and Willie E. Bentley, Democrat, 
is opposing Ray Blair, Republican 
for coroner. 

Morgan voters also will help 
decide one district race—that for 
State Representative in the Mor- 
gan-Wolfe district. The Democrat 
nominee Talmadge “Lacy is op¬ 
posed by Elmer C. Roberts, Re¬ 
publican of Campton. 

There is no race for State 
Senator, J. Everett Bach, Demo¬ 
crat of Jackson, having no oppo¬ 
sition in the Morgan-Lee-Magof- 
fin-Breathitt district. 

Democrats having no opposition 
for county offices in Morgan are: 
Reed Halsey for county judge; 
Ren F. Nickell for county attor¬ 
ney; Aaron Lykins for sheriff; 
Della Williams for tax commis¬ 
sioner, and Bennie H. Patrick for 
jailer. 

Democrats who are unopposed 
for magistrates are—J. F. Turner 
in Dist. No. 1, Arthur Barker in 
No. 2, Clyde Lewis in No. 3, W. P. 
Henry in No. 4, and Ervin Conley 
in No. 5. 

Amendment No. 1 seeks to 
abolish Sec. 186 of the State con¬ 
stitution so that State school 
funds can be apportioned where 
most needed in order to more 
equalize educational opportuni¬ 
ties as between rich and poor 
counties. Morgan is expected to 
tum in a big majority in favor 
of the amendment, since nearly 
everyone is aware that the change 
will provide more State funds for 
Morgan schools. 

Amendment No. 2 proposes to 
amend the constitution so as to 
allow the General Assembly to 
provide the manner in which 
four administrative heads shall 
be selected—Treasurer, Secretary 
of State, Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. Present con¬ 
stitutional provision provides that 
these officers shall be elected. 

To Select City Officials 

West Liberty voters, in addi¬ 
tion to receiving a regular ballot, 
also will receive a city ballot to 
select a city council, mayor and 
police judge. 

Three tickets are on the ballot. 
The Open Book party is com¬ 
posed substantially of the present 
city administration—Alvin Evans 
for mayor, John Helton for po¬ 
lice judge, and Ora McClain, 
Charles Black, Glenn Stanley, 
Burlin Stacy, WoodroW Stamper 
and Joe Haney for council mem¬ 
bers. 

The Honest Government party 
contains only the name of Wil¬ 
liam (Billy) Smith for police 
judge. 

The Home Town party is com¬ 
posed of: Homer Elam for may¬ 
or, Kenneth Fairchild for police 
judge, and Charles Holbrook, Rol- 
lie W. Lykins, Lonza Owens, 
Stanley Ryan and Frank Sheets 
for council members. 

W. H. “Tooger” Wells announc¬ 
ed this week he had withdrawn 
as a candidate for police judge.

Soil Conservation Service May Be 
Relegated To State To Operate 


The Benson Plan (“proposal” 
until November 1) destroys once 
and for all any semblance cf a 
national, unified technical serv¬ 
ice for America’s 2,523 Soil Con¬ 
servation Districts. 

The world renowned Soil Con¬ 
servation Service is to be clever¬ 
ly and effectively destroyed as a 
technical agency. Gone will be 
its famous staff of agronomists, 
range specialists, woodland ex¬ 
perts, biologists and grass ‘pio¬ 
neers who worked as a team so 
many years to develop the first 
effective soil conservation pro¬ 
gram in world history. 

More Agencies to Choose From 

Instead of one technical serv¬ 
ice, Soil Conservation Districts 
will be left to search through a 
maze of new—and old—disorgan¬ 
ized and demoralized agencies 
for the specialized help they must 
have to save the very basis of 
our civilization. Henceforth, Soil 
Conservation District technicians 
will get specialized technical 
guidance in these fields from 48 
different State Extension Services 
with as many different ideas. 

For badly needed research on 
un-solved problems (in soil and 
water conservation) Districts will 
go to a brand new agency of the 
I Department of Agriculture, the 
i “Federal-States Relations Grouj>.” 
I Those in charge, we hope, will 
refer districts to another brand 
new organization, “The Agricul¬ 
tural Research Service.” 


Services to be Spread 

Help with engineering prob¬ 
lems, hydrology and soil surveys 
can be gotten from what remains 
of the old Soil Conservation Serv¬ 
ice. But the tiny staff left to 
furnish this help must spread 
itself over 48 different states. 

Part of the list of “36 steps” it 
must take between now and June 
30, 1954 were handed to the Soil 
Conservation Service on Oct. 13, 
with target dates as indicated— 

1. Hold meeting of regional di¬ 
rectors to explain reorganization 
and help develop plans for car¬ 
rying it out. Oct. 15. 

2. Revise organization charts 
for Washington and State officers. 
Oct. 15. 

7. Explain new organization to 
local soil conservation district of¬ 
ficials. Nov. 15. (You may con¬ 
clude from this step that soil 
conservation districts were not 
consulted in the proposed reor¬ 
ganization.) 

8. Set up separation registers 
for all SCS personnel of Grade 
5 or above. Dec. 1. (SCS tech¬ 
nicians) in district offices are 
grade 5 to 9.) 

9. Determine jobs for which 
all individuals on these separa¬ 
tion registers are eligible. Dec. 1. 

14. Determine from separation 
registers, as soon as 1955 budget 
is announced, employees assigned 
to activities which will be re¬ 
duced in 1955, those individuals

Surprised, beaten and let down 
was the predicament Coach Glenn 
Stanley' and his Morgan Blue 
Devils found themselves in fol¬ 
lowing the 14-7 licking handed 
them by Wurtland Friday after¬ 
noon on the Wurtland gridiron.

& WALKS OUT 

Sabre Jet Fighter 
Runs Out of Fuel 
Here On Tuesday 


After a night of tension, the 
people of West Liberty and a large 
part of Morgan county breathed 
relief Wednesday morning when 
the pilot of an Air Force jet 
fighter that crashed near Yocum 
Tuesday evening, came into West 
Liberty safe and sound after 
spending the night wrapped in his 
parachute on a hillside in the 
Dyer Branch section. 

The pilot identified himself as 
Maj. William D. Britton, 29, of 
Knoxville, stationed at the Alex- 
I andria, Louisiana Air Force base. 

But more relieved than people 
I here was his father, W. W. Brit¬ 
ton, a brother and brother-in-law 
and their pastor, who drove here 
from Knoxville during the night, 
arriving about 5:30 a.m. Told 
at that time that the pilot had 
not been found they went on to 
the scene of the disintegrated 
plane before breakfast and came 
back to West Liberty about 7:15, 
the father believing that his son 
had been killed in the crash, and 
the brother and pastor hoping 
and trying to convince the father 
that the Major had “bailed out” 
in time to save himself. 

A Joyous Reunion 

They were in this frame of 
anxious tension when they went 
into Elam's restaurant here and 
ordered breakfast, seating them¬ 
selves at a back booth. 

Minutes later W. G. Ratliff 
came in the restaurant and in¬ 
quired if the jet pilot had been 
| found. Mrs. Elam spoke up, “Why, 
yes. He came into town a while 
ago' and just went up the street.” 

Someone in the back booth 
overheard the conversation, and 
jumped up, crying “what?” 

When Mrs. Elam repeated the 
pilot was in town—and safe, all 
jumped up and rushed to the 
front for more information, the 
father, a man of 66, shedding 
tears as he reached the door.

We, the Morgan County Fa m 
Bureau Federation, of Mori n 
County, Kentucky, approved t e 
following resolution to be ma 1 
to the Kentucky Farm Bureau 
Federation, Ezra Taft Ben o \ 
Secretary of Agriculture, and o, 
Senators and Representatives: 

WHEREAS, Soil Conservatio 
Distircts of Kentucky are pub 
units made possible by the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky. The Soil Conservatio 
Districts were set up by local 
people pursuant to the State En¬ 
abling Acts as units of local self 
government to assist individual 
farmers and groups of farmers to 
conserve and improve the soil 
and water resources of the lands 
they own andior operate. 

WHEREAS. These locally op¬ 
erated Soil Conservation Districts 
are making definite progress in 
the conservation of their soil and 
water resources, and therefore are 
making a definite contribution to 


the welfare of the people within 
the Soil Conservation Districts 
and to society in general. 

WHEREAS, Our top soil, which 
the source of daily existence of 
all the peoples of the earth, has 
been badly eroded by wind and 
water. This, in the face of a rap¬ 
idly growing population, gives us 
a problem that must be solved to 
avoid results existing in many 
parts of the world today. 

AND WHEREAS. The lack of 
effective vegetative ground cover 
to catch and hold rainfall is re¬ 
sulting in destructive floods, silt¬ 
ing in of our streams and reser¬ 
voirs from eroding soil and the 
drying up of our sources of water 
for livestock, human consumption 
and industry. 

AND WHEREAS, Results of 
placing conservation on our lands 
is paying off where Soil Conser¬ 
vation Districts have been in op¬ 
eration. More farmers are co¬ 
operating and like the democratic 
working of the organization, 
which goes without saying. 

THEREFORE, be it resolved 
that we continue conserving our 
soil and water resources through 
Soil Conservation Districts, also 
bringing in abandoned land to 
produce more and better crops, 
hence more meat, grain, and

Informed that the pilot had 
walked up the street a few min¬ 
utes before and was in Stamper's 
restaurant two doors away, the 
group rushed in there.

JET PILOT 

(Continued from page 1) 
about 9 miles northwest of West 
Liberty—and began searching the 
wreckage scattered over a half 
acre of the hillside. No trace of 
the pilot was found—but the 
| jacket of a uniform, neatly press- 
j ed, was packed up close by. In 
j it were papers bearing Maj. Brit¬ 
ton's name. 

State Police and spectators with 
1 flashlights combed the hillside 
and spread out in a long search 
I near the crash, but four hours of 
i searching revealed nothing but 
' parts of the plane. 

, A part of the jet turbine hurt- 
] led down the hill into the bam of 
Jim Cooper’s and the white hot 
metal burned and cut the hind 
legs of a mule inside and set the 
bam on fire. However, the blaze 
was soon extinguished. 

A part of the tail section was 
intact, but othei than it and part 
of the jet turbine, the plane had 
been nearly disintegrated in a 
blinding explosion when it hit the 
| hillside, spectators there said. 
The flying debris had set numer- 
I ous fires over the hillside. 

Some of the searchers came 
back to town at 10 p.m. leaving 
the State Police on guard, with 
still no trace of the pilot. 

At sunup next morning Maj. 
Britton made his way off a hill¬ 
side on Dyer Branch, 4 miles 
north of West Liberty, to the farm 
home of Troy Haney, a mile from 
Pomp. When the pilot told who 
I he was, Mrs. Haney, he said, 
hugged him like a son, overjoyed 
at his safe escape. Her son, Eu- 
i gene, had helped search for the 
plot the previous night. She 
prepared him a breakfast of bacon 
I and eggs and biscuits, etc., and 
then Eugene who works at the 
West Liberty Cut Rate Market, 

I brought him to town. It was a 
few minutes later that the dra- 
j rustic reuniot. with his father and 
ethers took place. 

The P-86 jet fighter is in the 
60,1-mile-an-hour class of modern 
planes. Maj. Britton was en route 
from Louisiana to McGee-Tyson 
Air Force Base at Knoxville, but 
; his radio went dead and it is 
! believed he overshot Knoxville. 

With his fuel supply nearly ex- 
j hausted as he neared West Lib¬ 
erty at dusk. Maj. Britton dropped 
down below the overcast here, he 
I said, attempting to locate an 
emergency landing strip which 
was shown on his map as being 
near the Piedmont Airline’s bea¬ 
con on a hill here. Finding no 
strip here, he said he climbed 
back to 12,000 feet and “bailed 
out in the clouds.” 

“I was talking over my radio 
to Knoxville while over West 
Liberty, but got no answers,” he 
said. “I told them I had pulled 
out of the overcast at 6,000 feet,” 
he said. 

Because of the great speed of 
jets, the only way a pilot can 
leave a disabled plane is by cata- 
paulting himself—seat and all— 
from the craft with an explosive 
charge. (The aluminum seat was 
found by Silas Collins, tenant on 
the Curren Nickell farm on Grav¬ 
ely Lick, 3 miles North of town, 
Tuesday.) 

Britton said he bailed out while 
still near West Liberty. He land¬ 
ed four miles north and his plane 
crashed 9 miles northwest. 

Britton told The Courier he 
came down in some brush in a 
field after dark. “I had lost my 
flashlight, but I lighted a map 
and waved it around, but of 
course no one saw it,” he com¬ 
mented. “Then 1 tried to build 
a fire, but the wind on the hill 
was too strong and blew it out. 
So I wrapped up in my parachute 
and spent the night.” 

Next morning, he heard some 
dogs barking and made his way 
to the Haney home. 

Meanwhile, the crash had been 
reported to daily papers and the 
Knoxville Journal telephoned his 
father at 10:30. The father and a 
son, Robert; a brother-in-law, 
Tom Hawkins, and their pastor. 
Rev. Charles Ausmus of the Lin¬ 
coln Park Baptist church, left 
Knoxville at midnight and drove
